Of course, business will lie affected 
in the sense that its means of opera­ 
tion will lie given increased facility 
and it will lie afforded new avenues 
of endeavor.

However this will not lie true of 
those portions of the earth now re­ 
garded as inaccessable. “Transporta­ 
tion of electrical energy in unlimited 
amounts to any point In the world” 
means that the desert will be made 
to bloom of Its bleakness, 
Man, equipped with power and light 
and means of oral 
and 
visual <*om- 
munication. can penetrate to the most 
unfrequented places and speedily build 
for himself com in uni ties with all the 
advantages of the metropolitan cen­ 
ters. 
Railroads will not be necessary 
because airships availing themselves 
of the same energy which man will 
apply to the development of the earth 
will afford him transit wherever he 
may wish to go.

LABORER LONEN LIFE IN 


CAVE-IN IN NEWER DITCH 


(B.ownwood Bulletin.) 
James M. Baker, 902 Malone avemu 
wax killed at about 8:30 o’clock Hat- 
unlay morning when he was caught 
under a cave-in In a nine-foot sewer 
ditch, half a block west of Austin ave 
nue at the rear of the R. H. Duncan 
residence projierty. The opinion of an 
attending physician, who carefully ox 
Minined the body Immediately after If 
had been extricated, was that death 
resulted from suffocation. Only one 
bone, in the left knee, 
wan 
broken 
Justice of the Peace G. R. Gross was6 
summoned and gathered information 
on which lie will base n verdict In the 
inquest which will lie concluded today 
The gang of laborers operating the 
sewer ditching machine bad started t« 
work for the day at 8:00 o’clock, and 
Baker was 
engaged 
In the 
task oi 
shoveling the excavation clear, immed 
lately after the machine. Tt 
Is 
bo 
licved that he saw the slide as it lie 
gnn and attempted to get out of the 
way, other laborers having heard him 
yell just as they saw the slid«* begin f 
Baker was caught in a standing po 
sitloii. with the handle of the shovel 
which he was using 
pressing 
hard 
against his 
diaphragm. The 
damf 
earth was 
packed 
down 
over 
and 
around him tightly, and it was with 
difficulty that lie was uncovered. 
Several men jumped into the ditch 
and iiegan digging the man out. He 
was heard to groan a few times and 
within four minutes his face was un ! 
covered. The attending surgeon 
ex 
pressed the belief 
that 
Baker wnf 
dead at this time. The body was re 
moved from the ditch in aliout twenty 
five minutes and a minute examine-; 
tion was made. 
In order to extricate 
the body from the ditch it was nee | 
essary to saw in two the handle ol 
the shovel, which was pressing ugninst 
him with all the weight of the cave 
in on top of it. 
The earth at the point of the cave- 
in appeared to !h* unusually dam p, 
probably caused from one of the dry j 
weather cracks which had penetrated I 
to a depth of several feet and carried 
the moisture down unusually deep. A 
stratum of sand had also iieen pene j 
trated, and this was thought to have 
contributed to 
the 
slide. At 
most 
points along the ditch excavation the i 
earth lias been found hard and solid 
and this morniing’s accident was tin ! 
first that has oecnrml since the sow 
er construction work began some timi 
ago. 
Baker had been employed irregular 
ly with the ditching outfit for sever 
al weeks, having been laid off severa 
times along with other members oi 
the crew, 
lt is understood that hi 
had returned to 
work 
only 
two oi 
three days before. 
Several of the Clfy officials werr 
with the ditching crew when the ac­ 
cident occurred and gave every pos 
Bible assistance in taking care of thi 
liody following its removal. Work wa? 
suspended for the day. 
Mr. Baker was a native of Brown 
wood, having been born on March If 
46 years ago, in a log house which 
stood on the present sit«' of the Lam­ 
bert grocery store at the corner o1 
Mayes and West Broadway. His fath 
er. Dr. Baker, was a pioneer phy 
sician here in the seventies. Mr. Ba 
ker was reared in the home of the 
late R. F. Haynes and Mrs. Hayne? 
who took charge of him when he waf 
two years of age, 
and 
reared hiir 
along with their own children. He waf 
married In 1900 to Miss Desta Hnntei 
of Santa Anna, and she and 2 daugh 
ters, aged 11 and 17. survive him. He 
was a member of the Baptist church 
and widely known as an industrious 
and progressive citizen, having spenl 
his entire lif.* in the town eif h!s na­ 
tivity. An elder brother 
died 
more 
than ten years ago and his only othei 
surviving relative is a cousin, Toir 
Majors, of this city.
